ABOBEOOR'8 STAKE SUCCESS. 



No better sport than that given to the patrons 
of the Hawthorne track yesterday could have 
been given anywhere. The afternoon was re- 
plete with good racing and was thoroughly 
enjoyed by the crowd, which wae by far the 
largest of the week. The track was in excellent 
shape acd fast time was the order throughout 
the afternoon. 

The Iroquois Stakes, a handicap sweepstakes 
for three-year-olds at one mile, with $1,000 
added, was the feature attraction of the day 
and was taken by the consistent performer Ar- 
gregor, ably ridden by Coburn. St. Marcos, 
which has taken hie last four races in rather a 
handy fashion, was the choice of the talent, but 
the best he could do was to ruu third. Trinity 
Bell went into the lead at flagfall, leading by a 
half length at the quarter from Silurian, with 
the rest of the field within bailing distance. 
Down the backstretch she increased her advan- 
tage to two lengths and appeared to have things 
her own way until jnst after entering the 
stretch, where the field closed up on her. About 
the last eighth post she went up into the air 
and Argregor, coming strongly, jumped into the 
lead, holding it handily to the end and winning 
by one length, while Cluster beat St. Marcos 
two for second place. Cluster ran a surprie 
ingly go'cd race, coming with a well-timed rush 
in the last eighth and running past horses. He 
had no chance whatever to beat the winner. 
Had he wen the ring would have received a 
scorching, as he was becked down from 30 to 1 
to 16 to 1. St. Msrcrs faltered in the last one 
hundred yards and came within an ace of losing 
third money to Brutal, which closed resolutely 
in the last furlong and would have passed both 
him and Silurian in a stride or two. Argregor 
was worked out an ixtra quarter before being 
pulled up, being evidently his “prep” for Mon 
day’s two-mile race. 

The steeplechase over the short course was 
taken by Corrillo with consummate ease. 
After the sixt jump had been taken he gradu 
ally drew away from hie field and fencing 
cleanly threughont won hands down by eight 
lengths frem the consistent Captain Conover, 
which beat Eva Moe five for second place. 
Captain Conover ran his neual good race but 
had no chance to beat the winner. Little Foy 
Blue had but little speed and was hopelessly 
beaten off from start to finish. In taking the 
fourth obstacle Corillo jumped in front of 
Frond causing the latter to fall almost to her 
knees. They were both running head and head 
at the time. The mishap caused Frond to strain 
one of her bad legs and she fell gradually away 
beaten and pullingiup to a standstill after the 
eleventh jump 'bad been taken. She could 
hardly drag herself off the field and will prob- 
ably not race here again this year. 

George Arnold was wisely withdrawn from 
the seventh race and started in the fifth, a 
sprint affair of six furlongs. The switch was 
a profitable one for bis owners, for he won the 
race in an exciting tilt with Money Muss in the 
fast time of 1 :13i. Nellie Waddell in her clever 
showings at the distance with those of her own 
age was well backed by the talent bnt she fin 
ished last. Boon after the barrier arose she 
darted into the lead and led the fleet-footed 
Money Muss a merry pace down the backstretch 
acd into the run for home but near the last 
eighth post she began to weaken and gradually 
fell away beaten. Money Muss then took the 
lead and appeared to be the winner when oppo- 
site the paddock gate but aloDg in here Wink- 
field brought up George Arnold with a rush. 
He got to Money Muss about the last sixteenth 
and the two fought it out to the line although 
it was evident in the closing strides that 



George Arnold bad the most speed. He won by 

neck while Money Muss beat Boney Boy a 
half for the place. The last named came like a 
cyclone at the finish. 

The Ryan’s turned a good trick in Constellator 
in the day’s opener, backing the geldiog heavily. 
The credit for winning is all dne to Coburn’s 
clever pilotage as he just got the gelding up in 
the laet stride or two, cleverly outriding Knight 
in the laet hundred yards. If You Dare took 
up the runoiDg after the first quarter had been 
run with Master MariDer second. He held the 
lead up to the iast sixteenth where Master 
Mariner fell away beaten and both Toah and 
Constellator closed up. If You Dare was the 
first to crack and gave way to Toah which 
seemed to have the best chance of reaching the 
line first but Coburn rode Constellator vigor- 
ously and finally wore Toah down in the last 
few strides just getting his head in front as the 
line was reached. Johnny McCartey finished 
third a length away. 

Merriment, by her clever victory of yesterday, 
stamped herself as one of the best fillies in 
training hereabout. 8he won the second race, 
a scramble for two-year-olds at five and half 
furloDgs, in a somewhat handy fashion, coming 
away without much trouble when called upon 
at the last eighth post and winning handily by 
a length from Evening Star, which beat Rag 
Tag one for second place. Evening Star ran 
right to the mark. Rag Tag finished fast, but 
would have lost third place to Amiracte in an- 
other etride, as the latter finished like a wild 
horse and was running past her field in the 
closing strides. 

McChesney showed himself to be a colt out of 
the ordinary by taking a field of all aged horses 
into camp in the sixth race in a big canter and 
incidentally going around the circle once in 
1:391, which is within a half second of the track 
record. He and Ju'ia Junkin darted off by 
themselves at flag drop and had all the field, 
with the exception of Uledi, run into dizziness 
by the time the first half mile had been run. 
The horses were strung out for an eighth of a 
mile down the backstretch. Turning for home 
Julia Junkin showed signs of distress and be 
gan to hang, bnt McChesney galloped ahead on 
the even tenor of bis way, nothing ever getting 
anywhere near to him. He won in a center by 
four and a half lengths from Uledi, which beat 
Barrack three for second place. It was the 
first time Uledi had run here and he made 
favorable impression. He will be a hard horse 
to beat once around the ring. Barrack finished 
strongly, running his mile in at least 1:101. 

The long distance race went to Kentucky 
Babe, which came fast in the last eighth after 
False Lead had shot hie bolt, winning by a 
length. The latter lasted long enough to get 
his head over the line in front cf Tammany 
Chief, which finished with a rush on his own 
courage, as little Hope was of no help to him 
whatever. It was a poorly rnn race from a time 
view point and there was hardly any contention 
up to the last fnrlong. Flying Torpedo moved 
np fast when turning into the last quarter, but 
for some unaccountable reason quit when the 
pinch came opposite the paddock gate.

Tbe program book for the meeting will be out 
in a few days, bnt meanwhile Mr, Nathanson 
announces a good stake race for almost every 
day, winding up October 9 with a rattling good 
card of which the feature event will be the 
Twentieth Century Handicap. This is a race at 
a mile and three- sixteenths, for three-year-olds 
and upward, with $5,000 added by the Harlem 
Jockey Clnb. Nearly a hundred entries at $20 
each adds considerably to the value of the race, 
which will be still further enhanced by starters 
contributing an additional $100 each. A high- 
class field of ten or twelve of the best handicap 
horEes in tha west is likely to go to the post, so 
the Twentieth Century Handicap may be 
figured as an $8,000 race. This makes it the 
principal event of the fall aronnd Chicago, and 
more than ordinary interest attaches to it. It 
is reasonable to presume it will afford a grand 
contest between the best horses from the best 
stables in the west, especially as there are no 
more stake races to be ran on Chicago’s race- 
tracks after Harlem Park closes itB gates for 
the year. For the same reason each of the six 
stake races to be rnn at this meeting promises 
to be hotly contested, and particularly the Chi- 
cago Stakes with $2,500 added, for three year- 
olds and upward at a mile. 



ABOUT READY AT WORTH. 

At the handsome Worth track the improve- 
ments are rapidly nearing completion, for the 
fall meeting, and when the gates are thrown 
open to the public on October 10 the vast 
amonnt of work done since May 25 will first be 
noticed on leaving the trains to enter the gates. 
Every part of the track has a new and clean 
appearance that is refreshing to tnrf patrons, 
tbe lake in the infield is nearly completed and 
will add greatly to the picturesque appearance 
of the conrse. Painters are still busy in the 
grand stand, stables, outhouses, and cottages, 
and in its new fall coat the Worth track will be 
a thing of beauty to the eye. Manager J, E. 
Wagner has made an arrangement with the 
Wabash R. R„ whereby two through express 
trains will carry passengers direct to the conrse 
from the Dearborn station, without making a 
stop, these special trains will alternate with 
the trains that make all stops between the 
station and tbe track. 

Secretary Hiller has decided to limit tbe 
fields to twelve starters and to give no steeple- 
chase or hnrdle races dnring the approaching 
fall meeting. By next Batnrday the track will 
be in condition and tbe stables ready for occu- 
pancy, and horsemen who are assigned stable 
room can move over at their leisure, bnt only 
horses in training and ready to race will be 
given room. Becretary Sheridan Clark of Haw- 
thorne has kindly offered to let horsemen use 
tbe stables at that track for yearlings and 
horses not ready to race dnring the Worth 
meeting, and owners will be required to leave 
their nselees horses at Hawthorne. Btable 
room will be very scarce, becanee of the great 
number of horeee now in training and racing at
